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Introduction 


To many, the term “collectible” means antique. If firearms are the collectible category under 
discussion, then flintlocks and Civil War arms immediately come to mind. To others, “collectible” 
means high-end, limited production modern arms. Both are right. 

There is, however, another class of collectible arms that includes certain makes and models of 
American-made firearms that were produced after 1900. Most, in fact, were produced from the 1920s 
to around 1940 (pre-war) and from 1946 to the 1960s (post-war) and some into the 1980s. 

This post-1900 period may well be the golden age of American gunmaking. Our manufacturing 
capabilities in metal-cutting and wood-shaping had become fairly refined and the American sporting 
arms market was growing. Up through the post-war period, and beyond, many armsmakers relied 
upon skilled craftsmen to hand-fit the various parts needed to build a firearm. The gun steel received 
a high polish, and a deep blue finish. The wood stocks were machine-inlet, and cleaned up by hand. 
Early rifle stocks could be slender and graceful; the Savage Model 1999 is a good example, and the 
pre-64 Winchester Model 70 is another. 

When asked to characterize this period, my most concise (and | think widely understandable) 
response to date has been to say the era is represented by the lifespan of the modern blued steel 
revolver from Smith & Wesson and Colt. 

Why are these older modern firearms interesting? Craftsmanship. Compare a specimen from the 
pre/post-war era with a similar model of recent manufacture. Cycle the action, run your hands over 
the piece...you’ll see and feel the difference. There are a great number of these well-made firearms 
out there, and often they do not command high prices. Many, in fact, are noticeably less expensive 
than a similar model fresh out of the box. 

Firearms manufacturing is fundamentally the same as any other. Technological advances have 
made it possible—no, imperative—to rely upon increasingly sophisticated machines to perform all 
operations up to and, in some cases, including final finishing. Economics of the marketplace have 
made handwork increasingly expensive, and today computer-guided machines can pick up a piece 
of steel and carve a finished frame or receiver without human involvement. These machines even 
self-test their tooling dimensions and, if a tool goes out-of-spec, the machine stops the work-in- 
process, automatically changes out the bad part and resumes work in remarkably short order. 

Blued steel requires skillful polishing and finishing. Stainless steel, on the other hand, proves less 
demanding. It has other advantages as well, rust-resistance being foremost. Also, modern stainless is 
easier to machine than was the early stainless thanks to improved formulas and greater knowledge 
of the necessary machining techniques. The latest major manufacturing innovation is the injection- 
molded polymer frame, which we see in more recent autoloading pistol designs, beginning with 
the Glock. Synthetic stocks and frames are not terribly new, and one of the models listed herein is 
mostly synthetic—the Remington Nylon 66 (and its relatives). 


How to Use This Book 


This book contains listings for several hundred firearms made by American gunmakers. These 
companies are arranged in alphabetical order, and each section includes a brief introduction, model 
specifications and prices. In some cases, closely related derivative models are also listed. Each 
model is valued at the three grades of condition in which it is commonly found, using the NRA 
Modern Condition Pricing Standards. These prices reflect high gun show/low gun shop retail pricing 
levels. 

If you are selling the firearm directly to the next owner, these published prices indicate the 
zone of value appropriate for the model and condition. If, however, you are selling the gun to a gun 
dealer, or consigning it to an auction, be prepared to pocket substantially less than the listed prices. 
Why? Because the dealer will have to lay out his working capital for an unknown period of time, and 
ultimately make a reasonable profit. Consigning the gun to a dealer or an auction service can be an 


Determining Value 


Demand and Availability 


When demand exceeds availability, the price of the firearm will increase. For collectibles, although 
the supply is fixed, demand plays a similar role in establishing value. Some older firearms may be in 
scarce supply, yet are not in demand by collectors. Without demand, regardless of availability, the 
dollar value of the firearm will be lower. 


Condition 


Condition is arguably the most important factor in determining value by both shooters 
and collectors. All else being equal, the high-condition (NRA New/Perfect) specimen will bring 
substantially more money than will a gun that is rated NRA Good. 

Collectors and shooters often differ in applying the NRA’s condition criteria to even the same 
firearm. The collector is happiest with a nice exterior on a model he needs for his collection, even 
if the bore is badly pitted. The shooter appreciates the exterior as well, but places his emphasis on 
the interior condition of the bore and functionality of the action and magazine. The collector might 
rate this gun as Excellent, and the shooter would likely rate it only as Fair. 


Pricing 

Pricing, like condition, can be highly subjective. Regional interests and the time of year also 
play a role when calculating a realistic value for a given firearm. It is important to remember that 
published price references, like this book, are really only guidelines, not carved-in-stone firm pricing 
references. Ultimately, any firearm is worth only what you can get for it. 


NRA Modern Arms Condition Standards 


We have made slight elaborations (in italics) to the NRA standards to help readers determine 
degrees of condition. 


e New: In the same condition as current factory production, with original box and accessories. 

e Perfect: In new condition in every respect, but may be lacking box and/or accessories. 

e Excellent: Near new condition, used but little, no noticeable marring of wood or metal, bluing 
perfect (except at muzzle or sharp edges). 

e Very Good: In perfect working condition, no appreciable wear on working surfaces, visible 
finish wear but no corrosion or pitting, only minor surface dents or scratches. 

e Good: In safe working condition, minor wear on working surfaces, no corrosion or pitting that 
will interfere with proper functioning. 

e Fair: In safe working condition, but well worn, perhaps requiring replacement of minor parts 
or adjustments, no rust, but may have corrosion pits which do not render article unsafe or 
inoperable.

Now a brand offered by High Standard Manufacturing Company, 
the AutoMag offering presently consists of the Backup 380, Backup 
45 (plus other chamberings) and the AutoMag II pistol. The AutoMag 
line came from the defunct Galena Industries, as did AMT. 

This brand had its beginnings with the unique stainless steel 
autoloading pistol, chambered for a new cartridge — the 44 AMP 
(AutoMag Pistol), developed in the early ’70s by the Sanford Arms 
Company of Pasadena, California. Subsequently the original pistol, 
and other models as developed, were manufactured by a series 
of companies, to include: AutoMag Corp. (Pasadena, Calif.), TDE 
Corp. (North Hollywood, Calif.), TDE Corp. (El Monte, Calif.), High 
Standard (Hamden, Conn.), TDE-OMC, AMT (“C” Series), L. E. Jurras 
Custom (custom maker of limited number in 1977), Kent Lomont 
(made prototypes) and, in 1998, Auto Mag Inc. (Irwindale, Calif.) 
made 1,000 units of the Harry Sanford Commemorative. 


Total production of the AutoMag Pistol varies a bit depending upon 
the source, but the total appears to be between 7,000 and 10,000 units 
over the entire life of the gun.

Charter Arms was founded in 1964 to produce affordable, reliable 
handguns. The first pistol was a lightweight, five-shot revolver called 
“The Undercover,” chambered for the 38 Special cartridge. The one- 
piece frame provided strength that allowed the new revolver to safely 
shoot hot loads. The number of moving parts was reduced and a firing 
pin safety device created. 

A unique hammer block system gave gun owners protection against 
unintentional discharges. The Undercover became popular with gun 
enthusiasts and law enforcement officers and became the platform 
upon which a comprehensive line of firearms was built, including the 
44 Bulldog. Soon, the lightweight 44 Bulldog gained fame as the most 
powerful snub-nosed handgun in existence. 

The company went bankrupt in the 1990s, but the Charter design 
and mark was resurrected for the 21st century by Charter 2000. The 
new company capitalized on the old Charter Arms revolvers, which 
had fewer moving parts and a simpler, trouble-free design. 

Basing their new line of weapons on the basic Charter Arms 
design, the new company made a few improvements, to include a one- 
piece barrel/front sight that was rifled with eight grooves instead of 
six. The new models feature a hammer-block safety system so the gun 
cannot fire unless the trigger is held fully to the rear. 

In addition to reintroducing the 38 Special Undercover and the 44 


Special Bulldog, Charter 2000 produces revolvers chambered for 22 
Long Rifle/22 Magnum (the Pathfinder), 357 Magnum (the Mag Pug) 
and 38 Special (the Off-Duty and the Police Bulldog). 


In 2005, Charter 2000 announced it would file for bankruptcy. 
In September 2005, MKS Supply entered into an agreement with 
Charter Arms where MKS Supply would handle the sales, marketing 
and distribution for Charter Arms. This arrangement continues to the 
present.

Colt is arguably among the most globally recognized brands in 
existence. Colt revolvers armed the Texas Rangers in the mid-1850s. 
Colt revolvers served widely in the Civil War. Afterwards, the metallic 
cartridge was perfected and the Colt Single Action Army revolver was 
introduced. The rest is history. 

Founded in 1836 to produce percussion revolvers designed by Sam 
Colt, such as the Paterson, the business encountered tough sledding 
and eventually folded. Later, in 1847, a new Colt company was formed 
to manufacture an improved revolver design and was successful. 

The rest of the century was good for Colt, and it got better in 1897 
when the company concluded an agreement with John Browning that 
ultimately resulted in the most popular autoloading pistol design 
ever, the 45-caliber Colt Model 1911 Government autoloading pistol. 
This legendary pistol became the standard issue sidearm for the U.S. 
military from 1911 to the late 1980s...and it is still issued today to 
selected units. 

The success of the Colt Model 1911 pistol in the military market 
was mirrored in the commercial market, and Colt prospered. New 


models of revolvers and autoloading pistols appeared and were 
successful. The venerable Single Action Army was the backbone of the 
company until the advent of the Model 1911, and even afterwards, in 
an increasingly modern world, the Colt SAA continued in production— 
—with just a few interruptions—to the present day. 


In more recent years, Colt fell on hard times. It was acquired 
by conglomerates that extracted as much as possible from the 
business, neglecting the long-term needs of innovation and product 
development. The high cost of operating in the Hartford area and 
a union labor force added to the strain, and the company found 
itself once again on the ropes. A change of ownership occurred. The 
net result was that Colt finally settled into a successful business 
model that emphasized the military and law enforcement markets, 
and deemphasized the commercial market. Numerous pistols and 
revolvers were discontinued, including the well-made Python that is 
often referred to as the Cadillac of revolvers. 

Today there are two Colts. One is Colt Defense, which deals with 
the military and law enforcement products and markets. The other 
is Colt’s Manufacturing Company, LLC, which produces and markets 
the rather short line of Model 1911s, the AR-15 target rifles and the 
only Colt revolver offered today, the Single Action Army.

#SA99999 was reached about 1993, the SA was split and numbers started once 
more at #S0001A.

However, the top five in 
terms of numbers produced were 45 Colt, 44-40, 38-40, 32-20 and 41 Colt. 2nd 
Generation calibers in order of numbers produced were 45 Colt, 357 Magnum, 38 
Special, 44 Spl. 3rd Generation calibers started in 1976 with 45 Colt and 357 Mag. In 
1978, 44 Spl. was added, and in 1980 44-40 was included once more. In 1993, 38-40 
was made an option again. 2nd Generation Buntline and Sheriff’s Models made only 
in 45 Colt from 1957 until 1974. 3rd Generation Buntline and Sheriff's Models made 
in 45 Colt, 44-40, and 44 Spl. calibers from 1980 until 1985. So-called “blackpowder 
frame” model with screw angling in from front of frame to secure cylinder base pin 
re-introduced in 1984 and offered as custom feature until early 1990s. During period 
1984 to 1994, Colt SAAs could be ordered from Colt Custom Shop with almost any 
combination of features listed above.

In the late 1970s the Freedom Arms company was formed and 
assumed production of a line of stainless steel mini-revolvers that 
had been made previously by both Rocky Mountain Arms and North 
American Arms, and then introduced what would prove to be their 
flagship product, the single-action 454 Casull revolver. 

Demand for the well-made stainless steel single action in the 
powerful Casull chambering grew to require all the company’s 
resources and, in 1989, Freedom Arms left the mini-revolver business 
to concentrate on development and production of their well-made 
single-action revolver models. 

Noted for their exceptionally high quality, the Freedom Arms single 
actions were chambered for some of the most powerful handgun 
cartridges available, to include the 454 Casull, 475 Linebaugh and 
50 AE. Also offered were the “standard” handguns chamberings: 357 
Magnum, 41 Magnum, 44 Magnum and 45 Colt. 

The 22 rimfire was not neglected and the company introduced a 
single action specifically designed for the rimfire round, then went on 
to offer the rimfire chambering in several other models with a choice 
of match or sport chambers. 

Production quantities were never high, and the company was able 


to offer a variety of options, to include octagon barrels, match sights, 
and non-standard barrel lengths. The guns were expensive, but the 
quality supported the price and knowledgeable handgunners dreamed 
of owning their own Freedom Arms single action.

The company was founded in Connecticut in 1926 to supply parts 
and machine tools to the numerous firearms companies located in 
the Connecticut River valley. In 1932, the company, headed by Carl 
Gustav Swebilius, purchased the Hartford Arms and Equipment 
Company and began making 22-caliber pistols. 

High Standard 22-caliber pistols were used to train servicemen 
in World War II and, by the 1950s, the High Standard 22 pistol was 
popular on the NRA pistol competition circuit. During this time, the 
company expanded its offerings, adding derringers, 22 revolvers, 22 
rifles and sporting and police shotguns, and began to manufacture 
private label firearms for the major mass merchants, such as the J.C. 
Higgins line for Sears. 

In the early ’60s, the company made some significant design 
changes. Newly-designed 22 rimfire pistols featured a grip with the 
same angle as that of the Colt 1911 pistol, and continued to use the 
handy push-button barrel takedown design and micro-adjustable 
sights. 


In 1968, the company was purchased by the Leisure Group, a 
growing conglomerate, just as the Gun Control Act of 1968 caused 


mass merchandisers (nearly 60 percent of High Standard’s business) 
to drastically curtail firearms sales, and the company had to 
downsize. 

By 1975 assets, such as the Hamden plant and the museum, were 
sold and the company relocated to East Hartford in 1976. 

In 1978 a group of investors bought High Standard from the 
Leisure Group. Things were relatively stable until 1982 when sales of 
rifles, shotguns and revolvers dwindled. The still-popular derringers 
and target pistols alone could not carry the load. 

In December 1984, the company’s assets were auctioned and 
Gordon Elliott, the national parts distributor for High Standard since 
the mid-1970s, purchased the 22 target pistols, the Crusader line and 
the High Standard name and trademarks. 

In the spring of 1993, High Standard Manufacturing Company, 
Inc. of Houston, Texas acquired the company assets and trademarks, 
as well as the 22 target pistols. The first shipments of Houston- 
manufactured pistols began in March, 1994 and continue to the 
present.

Ithaca, like most other American gunmakers, has had its ups 
and downs. Like High Standard, Ithaca was owned by a growing 
conglomerate in the 1970s, General Recreation, with similar end 
results. Subsequently, the company’s assets changed hands several 
times and, today, the latest Ithaca is located in the Midwest, having 
departed New York State, perhaps forever. 

Although the company made rifles and shotguns—even a few 
handguns—during its long life, say the name “Ithaca” today, and most 
people will think of the Model 37 pump shotgun. 

Founded in 1883 in Ithaca, New York, the company built its early 
reputation by building some nice double-barrel shotguns, in a growing 
variety of grades and models. Along the way, Ithaca acquired other 
arms manufacturers, to include Lefever Arms Co., Syracuse Arms Co., 
and others. 

In 1937 the Model 37 pump shotgun was introduced, chambered 
in 12-gauge. The 16 gauge was added in 1938 and, in 1939, the 20- 
gauge chambering. The Model 37 was redesignated the Model 87 (in 
1987) for a while, but subsequently assumed its original designation. 
In more recent years (1970s-90s), Ithaca imported Fabarm, Perazzi 
and SKB shotguns. In 2006, Ithaca’s new ownership established their

Like its peers, Ithaca and Harrington & Richardson, Iver Johnson 
traveled a bumpy road subsequent to the company’s founding in the 
latter 1800s. The company was ultimately closed for a period of time, 
and only recently revived at a new location in Rockledge, Florida. Iver 
Johnson was a major manufacturer in its day, and probably produced 
more revolvers than any other armsmaker at the time. 

The Iver Johnson revolver designs included both break-top and 
solid-frame models. The inherent strength, or lack thereof, of the 
break-top guns restricted their chamberings to the lower-powered 
cartridges such as 22, 32 and 38. The solid-frame models were 
relatively unsophisticated designs, but generally nicely finished. 
Loading and unloading the pistols might require removing the 
cylinder from the frame and poking out the empties, or flipping open 
a loading gate and punching out the empties with a barrel-mounted 
spring-loaded ejector. The break-top models were more efficient at 
this particular aspect of operation, and popped all the cartridges out 


simultaneously upon opening.

Kimber of Oregon was founded in 1979 by Greg and Jack Warne. 
The new company produced some 60,000 high-quality rimfire and 
centerfire rifles before shutting its doors in 1991. 

In April of 1993, Greg Warne opened Kimber of America in 
Clackamas, Oregon. The new company manufactured resumed 
manufacturing of high-quality rimfire (only) rifles built upon an 
improved Model 82 action and stock. 

In 1995 centerfire rifles were added to the company’s offering and, 
as well, a family of 1911 autoloading pistols chambered for the 45 
ACP cartridge. In 1997 manufacturing operations were consolidated 
in the New York pistol factory and the two manufacturing facilities in 
Oregon were closed. 


Today, Kimber continues to make fine rimfire and centerfire rifles, 
and 1911-pattern autoloading pistols. Recently, the company added 
high-quality imported shotguns to their offering. 

Although this book focuses on the 1920s through the early 1980s, 
a U.S.-made Kimber of any vintage is a fine rifle (or pistol), and we 
should all have one or two in our gun safe.

This company was founded in 1884 by Dan Lefever, a pioneer in the 
field of breech-loading firearms. Over the years, he was responsible for 
many design improvements in the double-barrel shotgun, including 
the automatic hammerless system developed in the late 1880s. He 
also developed a compensating action that permitted adjustment for 
wear. 

The Lefever was the first commercially successful double-barrel 
hammerless shotgun to be made in America. 

In 1901 Lefever was forced out of his company and organized 
another, the D. M. Lefever, Sons & Company, also in Syracuse. Just a 
few years later, in 1906, Dan Lefever died and the new company went 
out of business. 

In 1916, Ithaca acquired the original company and resumed 


production of the Lefever shotguns, producing them until 1948.

John M. Marlin was born in Connecticut in 1836, and served his 
apprenticeship as a tool and die maker. During the Civil War, he 
worked at the Colt plant in Hartford, and in 1870 hung out his sign 
on State Street, New Haven, manufacturing his own line of revolvers 
and derringers. 

The young company developed enduring models, such as 
the Models 1891 and 1893. Today known as Models 39 and 336 
respectively, they are the oldest shoulder arm designs in the world 
still being produced. The lever-action 22 repeater (now Model 39) 
became the favorite of many exhibition shooters, including the great 
Annie Oakley. 

When John Marlin died in 1901, his two sons took over the 
business and began a diversification program. In 1915, during World 
War I, a New York syndicate bought the company and renamed it the 
Marlin Rockwell Corporation. After the War, the sporting firearms 
part of the business became a new corporation, which staggered until 
1923, when it went on the auction block. 

The story is told that the auction of the old Marlin Firearms 
operation in 1924 was attended by several curious children, a 
small dog and a lawyer named Frank Kenna. The Marlin Firearms

This is America’s oldest founding family-owned firearms 
manufacturer, founded in 1892 in Fitchburg, Massachusetts by 
Oscar F. Mossberg. In 1919, the company relocated to New Haven, 
Connecticut and finally settled permanently in North Haven, 
Connecticut in 1962. 

Mossberg is well-known to today’s shooter for its broad line of 
inexpensive but very functional shotguns. However, it wasn’t too 
many years ago that Mossberg had lines of autoloading, pump- 
and lever-action 22 rimfire rifles, as well as their own bolt-action 
and lever-action centerfire rifles. From 1906 to 1940, Mossberg 
manufactured its only pistol, the Brownie, chambered for the 22 
rimfire. This was an unusual pistol in that it had four barrels that 
were fired by a rotating firing pin. 

For just a few years, in the mid-1970s, Mossberg opened the 
Pedersen Custom Gun Division and manufactured nicely finished 
centerfire bolt-action rifles and shotguns in slide-action, over/under 
and side-by-side designs. In the 1980s, Mossberg imported centerfire 
bolt-action rifles from Howa, in Japan. 


Of particular interest are the 22 rimfire rifles made between the 
1930s and 1970, and the centerfire rifles made up through the 1970s.

Best known to today’s collectors for its discontinued Model 99 
lever-action centerfire rifle, Savage Arms was founded in 1894 in 
Utica, New York, by Arthur W. Savage. By 1915, the company was 
manufacturing both rimfire and centerfire rifles and pistols and 
supplied the Lewis machinegun during WWI. 

In 1920, Savage purchased the J. Stevens Arms Company during 
the period of its association with the famous barrel-maker Harry 
Pope. A few years later, still in the ’20s, the company acquired a 
number of businesses, including arms makers Crescent Firearms and 
the A. H. Fox company. 

At around this point in its existence, Savage was reportedly the 
largest arms manufacturer in the free world. 

During WWII, Savage/Stevens produced military small arms 
and machineguns. Later, in 1947, the sporting arms division moved 
to Chicopee Falls, Massachusetts, where it was amalgamated into 
the Stevens Arms Company. Like most of its arms-making peers, 
the company changed owners several times as well as shifting 
manufacturing locations. 

In 1960, the entire operation was moved to Westfield, 
Massachusetts, where it remains today. In 1989 the company changed 
hands yet again, and remains under the same ownership to this day. 


Savage made numerous models, in addition to the Model 99 lever- 
action rifle, that are of interest to us, including the Model 24 combo 
rifle/shotgun. These firearms, produced from the early 1900s up 
through the ’70s, exhibit particularly good fit and finish.

The company we know today evolved from a failed early venture 
that produced the Volcanic lever-action cartridge-firing pistol, 
which in turn ultimately lead to the formation of the Winchester 
Repeating Arms Company. By that time, founders Horace Smith and 
Daniel B. Wesson had departed, relocating to Massachusetts in 1856 
determined to manufacture a revolving cartridge-firing pistol. 

Smith & Wesson went on to design and manufacture some of the 
finest revolvers ever produced. Their business faltered in the years 
following the Civil War, and the company went overseas searching for 
markets—and found them. Bolstered by the influx of overseas orders, 
the company invested in product development, with notable results. 
Among them, the new “top-break” revolver design that featured 
automatic ejection of fired brass to speed the unloading/reloading 
stage of the firing sequence. 

Later, in 1880, the company introduced its first double-action 
revolvers. In 1899, S&W introduced what would become one of its 
most famous revolvers—the 38 Military and Police, the predecessor of 
the Model 10, designed to fire the new 38 S&W Special cartridge. 

Going forward into the 1900s, we come into the era during which 
Smith & Wesson arguably made the best revolvers in the world, 
beginning with the Hand Ejector family. 

The solid frame and swing-out cylinder of the hand ejector design 
opened the door to even more innovation and new designs. At this 
time, S&W introduced a growing fi rame si 


designs initially chambered for the more powerful 38 Special, but 
ultimately for everything from 22 rimfire to 357 Magnum. (Later, 
the slightly larger and stronger L-frame would appear on models 
intended for regular use of heavy loads, such as the 357 Magnum.) 
The N-frame was the largest, and used for the most powerful 
cartridges of the day, up to and including the 44 Magnum. 

Smith & Wesson also made a few autoloading pistols in the 1930s, 
but it wasn’t until the Model 41 target pistol arrived in 1957 that the 
company enjoyed commercial success with an autoloading pistol. 

If you find a blued steel S&W in a dealer’s showcase or on a 
gun show table, take a moment to look it over. It’s a nice piece of 
machinery, and still affordable.

This company opened its doors in 1864 under the name of J. 
Stevens and Company. Their first products were small single-shot 
pistols chambered for the 22- and 30-caliber rimfire cartridges of the 
day. In the latter 1800s, the first tip-up rifles were introduced, and 
subsequently Stevens moved from pistols into rifles, for which the 
company is best known. 

In 1880 the business was incorporated as the J. Stevens Arms 
& Tool Company and operated as such until it was acquired by the 
Savage Arms Company in 1920. Stevens has been a division of Savage 
ever since. 

Stevens produced a great many affordable firearms over the years, 
and many are collectible. The Stevens Favorite single-shot youth rifle, 
for example, was a simple, graceful rifle intended for young shooters. 
Over one million were made, in a number of variations, and you may 
encounter them just about any place at still-affordable prices. 

Stevens also produced utility-grade side-by-side shotguns for over a 
century, ending in 1988. Single-shot shotguns were produced in great 
numbers, as well as utility-grade bolt- and slide-action shotguns that 
today have little if any collector interest——but there are lots of them 
out there, and most exhibit good fit and finish.

The A. H. Fox Gun Company was established in Baltimore, 
Maryland, in 1896 by Ansley H. Fox. Early arms produced in his 
factory were made under the name of the Philadelphia Gun Company 
and 1905 he began operating under the name A.H. Fox. 

In 1930, this company was purchased by the Savage Arms 
Company, which continued manufacturing all grades of Fox shotguns. 
Savage continued to produce the high-quality side-by-side shotguns 
until 1942 when they were dropped from the line. From 1942 onward, 
Savage made only the plainer grades of shotguns and marketed them 
under the Stevens brand. 

The Stevens/Fox line of shotguns, less graceful in aspect, fit and 
finish than their predecessor A.H. Fox doubles, were nonetheless 
sturdily-made and represent a good opportunity for today’s budget- 
minded shotgunner to add an American-made side-by-side shotgun to 
his gun rack. 


Savage discontinued the Stevens/Fox shotguns beginning in the 
mid-1960s, leaving only the Model B-SE in production until 1987, 
when it too was dropped.

Founded in 1946 to produce and market an autoloading 22-rimfire 
pistol designed by William B. Ruger, this company is today the largest 
manufacturer of firearms in the United States. Bearing a strong 
resemblance to the Luger pistol familiar to returning veterans, the 
new Ruger 22 was a near-instant hit with Americans, and continues 
in production to the present day in the third model generation. 

Within a few years, the company would introduce its first single- 
action revolver—the Single Six. At the time (1953), Western movies 
and television programming held the public interest and Colt had not 
yet resumed production of its iconic Single Action Army. So, a market 
vacuum existed, and this new single-action 22 dropped smoothly into 
it and the rest is history. Like the 22 autoloading pistol, the Single Six 
remains in production today following a variety of modifications and 


versions offered over the years. 

With the success of the Single Six, in 1955 the company took the 
plunge into a larger single-action model, the Flattop. These first guns 
were chambered for the 357 Magnum cartridge. In 1956 Remington 
introduced a new pistol cartridge, the 44 Magnum, and Ruger 


was right there with a slightly larger revolver so chambered, the 
Blackhawk Flattop 44 Magnum. These guns were very successful and 
Ruger quickly expanded the line and continues to do so yet today. 

Double-action revolvers were introduced in 1970, and became an 
important component of the company’s business. Some years later, in 
1987, Ruger introduced its first centerfire autoloading pistol, the P-85. 
Again successful, this pistol family continues in production today. 

Arguably, the company is best known for its autoloading 22-rimfire 
rifle, the 10/22. Introduced in 1964, this rifle continues in production 
today and is perhaps the most customized commercial firearm on the 
market, its only real competition for that distinction being the 1911 
pistol. 

Centerfire rifles came along. In 1966, the No. 1 single-shot was 
offered in a growing variety of models and chamberings and continues 
in production to this day. The bolt-action Model 77 was introduced 
in 1968 and was immediately successful. A nice feature of this rifle 
is that the receiver is manufactured with integral scope bases (and 
mating 1-inch rings accompany each rifle), so mounting a scope was a 
relatively quick project. Nearly all the No.1 rifles were equipped with 
a quarter-rib that was also configured for the accompanying Ruger 
rings. 

Shotguns came along in 1977 in the form of the 20-gauge Red 
Label over/under. The 12-gauge followed in 1982 and both models 
remain in production today, joined by new models and a 28-gauge 
chambering. 

The earlier blued Ruger arms are increasingly sought by 
knowledgeable shooters and budding collectors. There’s something 
about the smooth operational ‘feel’ of the pre-transfer bar single- 


action revolver, and the polished deep blue finish on the steel.

WINCHESTER REPEATING 
ARMS COMPANY 


New Haven, Connecticut 


Formed in New Haven, Connecticut, in 1866, the Winchester 
Repeating Arms Company developed the rimfire Henry Rifle, cham- 
bering an early rimfire cartridge. The Henry, suitably improved with 
a new magazine system, then became the Winchester Model 1866, 
chambered for an improved rimfire cartridge. The legendary Model 
1873, chambered for the new 44-40 Winchester centerfire cartridge, 
followed in just a few years. The company prospered and newer, 
improved rifles and shotguns were introduced. 

Work continued after World War I, creating the Model 52 (1920) 
rimfire bolt-action target rifle and the Model 54 (1925) and Model 70 
(1936) bolt-action centerfire rifles. Winchester also made single-shot, 
slide-action and autoloading rimfire rifles; single-barrel, double- 
barrel, lever-action, slide-action and autoloading shotguns as well 
as the bolt-action, lever action, single-shot (into the 1930s) and 
autoloading centerfire rifles. 

Collectors of a more purist bent may not look at a Winchester 
made after 1963, given the substantial changes made in much of 
the product from 1964 onward. However, the company did make 
good guns post-1964, and most represent excellent value for today’s 
shooting sportsman. 

The latter ’60s may be regarded as a shaking-out period for 
the company’s marketing philosophy, and the post-’64 product 
“improvements” began to disappear as protesting customers stayed 
away in droves. The pressed-in checkering disappeared, and the 
newly-introduced Monte Carlo stock design did not last very long, 


being superceded by the classic stock design in the latter 70s and 


early ’80s as new models appeared. Finally, the pre-64 Model 70 bolt 
action was reintroduced on a number of the bolt-action rifles in 1994. 

The company’s Model 94 rifle and carbine were very big in the 
commemorative business from the mid-1960s to the latter ’90s. 

The company’s modern heyday was quite likely the period between 
the 1930s and early 1960s. In recent years, the New Haven plant 
manufactured the Model 70 and Model 94 rifles and the Model 1300 
shotgun. 

However, all things change and the Winchester plant in New 
Haven closed its doors permanently in March, 2006, and the 
machinery was auctioned off. 

The Winchester brand name still appears on rifles and shotguns 
manufactured overseas and marketed by Browning Arms/U.S. 
Repeating Arms, in Morgan, Utah. There are millions of U.S.-made 
Winchester firearms out there, and a visit to your local gunshop, 
gun show or newpaper classified section will almost certainly turn 
up a number of them. The older (pre-1900) Winchesters are firmly 
in the serious collector category, but the newer guns—with a few 
exceptions—are plentiful and still affordable to the average shooter & 
collector. 


Did You Know? 


Sarah L. Winchester, the heiress to the 
rifle manufacturing empire, was told 
that the Winchester family was cursed 
and haunted by the ghosts of people 
who were killed by Winchester rifles.
